Senators, Industrialists and 
Economists Discuss the 
Monetary Situation at 
Washington Conference. 


INDORSEMENT GIVEN 
_ PRESENT PROGRAM 


Group Favors Stabilization 
of Dollar When Commod- 
ity Prices Reach 1926 


Average Level. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—A res- 


olution indorsing the administra- 
tion’s monetary program in its en- 
tirety was adopted today by acon- 
ference of Senators, industrialists 


and economists called by Senators 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma and 
Smith (Dem.), South Carolina, in- 
flationists. 

The resolution, to be presented to 
the President, urged that the gold 
purchase policy be continued until 
commodity prices reach the 1926 
average level, at which time the 
stabilization of the purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar would be effected. 

At the same time the conference 
appointed a committee composed of 
Senators Thomas, Smith and Harri- 
son (Dem.), Mississippi, to study 
and submit recommendations for 
broadening the metallic monetary 
base by the use of silver. , 

Silver Study by President. 

Senator Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, 
in a speech beforethe group gath- 
ered in closed session at the Senate 
Office Building, asserted the Pres- 
ident had “under consideration now 
various plans to accomplish” price 
rehabilitation of silver. 

Taking cognizance of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation's 
purchase price for newly-mined 
gold, which has remained  un- 
changed at $33.56 for the last four 
days, Thomas said the time to sta- 
bilize was near. 

“The President has driven the 
purchasing power of the paper dol- 
lar down around 60,” he said. “It 
ought to be stabilized there or low- 
er, perhaps at 50.” 

Others participating were James 
H. Rand Jr., head of the Commit- 
tee for the Nation; former Mayor 
John F. Hylan of New York; Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale; George Le- 
blanc, former vice-president of the 
Equitable Trust Co. of New York, 
and Robert Harriss, economist of 
New York. 

Pittman told the conferees one 
plan he had submitted to the Presi- 
dent for restoring silver “is the 
opening of the mints of the United 
States to coinage of silver produced 
in the United States.” 

“Our President,” he said, “has 
never had the occasion nor the op- 
portunity, nor the time to give to 
the silver problem the study he 
would like to have given it; in this 
period when his mind and his body 
are burdened with problems of such 
magnitude and complexity as were 
never before presented to any ruler 
in the world’s history, he must seek 
and act on the advice of those he 
considers most competent. 

“Let us not insist on too much 
from the President at once. Let us 
give him a chance to try out by 
experience the truth of the varying 
advice of his numerous advisers.” 

Cites Benefits From Silver. 

Pittman asserted later there was 
nothing that would “help the coun- 
try and in fact the rest of .the 
world so much as the remonetiza- 
tion of silver.” 

“It would be a sound, safe and 
natural reflation of the currency of 
the world,” he said, “and would, in 
my opinion, start the purchase of 
our surplus production by peoples 
who have been deprived of this op- 
portunity through the unnatural 
depression on the exchange value of 
their only money—silver. 

“Let us get behind the President 
in the plan to coin silver produced 
in the United States, in the hope 
and belief that such action will be 
followed by India, Canada, Mexico, 
Peru and Australia. ... This would 
mean world reflation which is more 
to be desired than solely domestic 
reflation, no matter how valuable 
that may be.”

A Senate subcommittee is investi- 
gating charges of fraud filed by 
ex-Senator Edwin Broussard, the 
losing candidate, against his suc- 
cessful opponent, Senator John H. 
Overton. About 150 witnesses re- 


main to be heard. 

The testimony so far has includ- 
ed charges of ballot box stuffing, 
the passing of money, threats, 
strong-arm methods and jailings by 
Overton workers of workers for 
Broussard. 

Edward Blaise, who served as an 
Overton commissioner in the pri- 
mary election won by Senator Over- 
ton, today told the committee that 
attempts were made to stuff the 
ballot boxes in his precinct by 
Overton officials. 

Blaise said he had prevented it 
but that when the count was made 
17 ballots were found under the bal- 
lot box. He said also that he was 
discharged as a New Orleans dock 
board patrolman the next day. 

Sixteen of the ballots found un- 
der the box, he testified, were for 
ex-Senator Broussard. The other 
one was spoiled. This made the 
count, he said, 207 for Broussard, 
and 200 for Overton as compared 
to 191 for Broussard and 200 for 
Overton reported on the first count 
before the 17 lost ballots were 
found. 

He testified that before he went 
to the. polls he was given a list of 
30 names ky Bernard Cunniffe, As- 
sessor for the First District, and he 
was told to vote them throughout 
the day and mark the votes oa the 
tally sheet. These 30 names were 
people who had moved out of,the 
precinct, he said, and were not en- 
titled to vote. 

New Outbdrst by Holland. 

For the fifth consecutive day, 
John G. Holland, investigator for 
the committee threw the session 
into an uproar by shouts of censure 
against the committee.

Coroner Reports That. 11- 
Year-Old Webster Groves 
Lad Shot Himself During 
Mental Aberration. 


The death of Ralph Posey, 11- 
year-old Webster Groves schoolboy 
who shot himself with his father’s 


revolver yesterday, was held to be 
suicide during a mental aberration 
in the death certificate signed to- 
day by Dr. L, B. Tiernon, Coroner 
of St. Louis County. 

No inquest was held, Dr. Tier- 
non said he based his conclusion 
on general observation of the case, 
rather on any particular facts. 

The boy was found lying on the 
floor of a bedroom at his home, 414

members of the family heard a shot. 
He had been wounded in the back 
of the head and the revolver was 
on the floor beside him. Death oc- 
curred at St. Louis County Hospi- 
tal two hours and a half later. 

The father, who is employed Ly 
the Monsanto Chemical Co., said he 
returned home a few minutes be- 
fore the shooting and was greeted 
by the boy when he entered the 
front door. He said he took off his 
coat, walked into the bedroom and 
then into the kitchen, where Mrs. 
Posey and two other children were. 

Posey told police the revolver 
had been lying on the top of a 
five-foot chifforobe when he was 
in the bedroom. He said it was or- 
dinarily kept in the chifforobe. 

Police learned from Mrs. Posey 
that Ralph Jr. had been teasing his 
sister, Alois, 9 years old, and had 
been told that his father would be 
informed of his behavior. The 
father, who termed the shooting ac- 
cidental, said the boy was in good 
health. Ralph Jr. was a_ sixth- 
grade student at Bristol School in 
Webster Groves. . 

A 5-year-old brother, Jack, also 
survives. Funeral services will be 
held at 5 p. m. today at the Parker 
chapel, 15 West Lockwood boule- 
vard, Webster Groves.

Buck, the pilot, who has been fly- 
ing since January, 1930, is giving 
flying instructions to his compan- 
ion on the flight. The aviator is 
flying a small Monocoupe, which is 
manufactured here, a small two- 
seater plane powered by a 90-horse- 
power engine allowing a top speed 
of 120 miles per hour, or 100 miles 
cruising. The two passengers sit 
side by side behind dual controls. 

“Moving and still pictures will be 
made of everything we discover 
there,” Buck continued.

Newton Baker and Dr. Butler 
Say Problem Is Purely 
Local. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Describ- 
ing the increased leisure time ac 
cruing to workers under the indus- 


trial recovery program as one of 
the greatest social problems con- 
fronting the country, a local NRA 
committee set about yesterday to 
find solutions. 

Witnesses at the first hearing in- 
cluded Newton .D. Baker, former 
Secretary of War, and President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Colum- 
bia University, who agreed the 
problem was one for local rather 
than Federal solution. 

Dr. Butler, asserting there has 
been a “remarkable development” 
of adult interest in cultural pur- 
suits during the last quarter of cen- 
tury, urged that the worker be edu- 
cated to devote his spare time to 
self-improvement. 

“In some, increased leisure.time 
will degenerate into lazines.,” he 
said, “but in others there will be 
a gratifying response to cultural 
opportunities. 

“The man who understands the 
real use and enjoyment of leisure 
is a far better worker than the one 
who does not. Properly used lei- 
sure increases the capacity for use- 
ful and productive work. VW’hen 
men get that idea through their 
heads they will see the reason for 
the present tendency toward short- 
er hours.” 

Views of Newton Baker. 

Baker, while asserting people 
should be permitted to use their 
spare time as they see fit, said the 
country should turn from } 
the American standard of living to 
developing “the American standard 
of thinking.” , 

“If people stop getting education 
when they graduate from school or 
college they soon become uneducat- 
ed,” he said. “The only kind of ed- 
ucation that is of any value is up- 
to-date education. 

He has found, however, he said, 
that most people have a “natural 
tendency toward continuous self- 
improvement,” and all they need is 
to be guided aright. 

Baker, stressing the importance 
of properly moulding public opin- 
ion, said modern communication 
facilities “have made us live in an 


tion on the part of the masses.” 

“No matter what the form of gov- 
ernment is, if must respond to pub- 
lic opinion,” he said. “I don’t be- 
lieve there is any forni of govern 
ment that would be powerful 
enough to resist a real wave of pub- 
lic opinion.” 

Leisure and Unemployment. 

In opening the discussion, Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick, committee chair- 
man, said the subject had a “touch 
of bitter and ironic inappropriate- 
ness because of the fact that the 
leisure of hundreds of thousands of 
people today is enforced leisure.” 

To this, Dr. Butler replied there 
was a “great difference” between 
leisure and unemployment. 

“So long as work is not available,” 
he said, “leisure is impossible.” 

The committee also listened to 
the views of Mathew Woll, vice- 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and Dr. John H. Fin- 
ley, associate editor of the New 
York Times. 

Woll traced the history of labor’s 
struggle for shorter hours and cited 
the benefits already gained in 
health and efficiency. 

“This new freedom from toil is 
not a temporary phenomena of the 
depression,” he said. “It is a per- 
manent part of our national recov- 
ery. We shall never go back to the 
48-hour week.” 

Employment and leisure, said Dr. 
Finley, are the “two essentials of a 
happy life.”

Corrosive Forces Long at Work 31 


Cure in People’s Hands, 
Bishops Say. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The 
Bishops of the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference in a statement 
yesterday said the upset of the fi- 
nancial and economic _ structure 
“had its roots in forces had been 
corroding and undermining the 
foundations of law, justice and 
morality for years.” 

Charging directly to voters many 
political, economic and socia) ills, ’ 
the Bishops said wise legislation 
could have averted many of them. 

“The responsibility for the situa- 
tion lies at the door of the people 
at large, and the cure is in their 
hands,” they added. | 

Recognizing the gravity of pres- 


ent conditions, the Bishops contin- | 


ued: . 

“It would be craven to entertain 
for a moment the thought that the 
situation is beyond cure, or that 
it calls for remedies so drastic as 
communism or a dictatorship.” 

About Roosevelt Program. 

Turning to President Roosevelt's 
recovery program, they said: 

“It is the best he could devise, it 
is the best Congress could con- 
struct, and any attempt to make 
partisan profit out of the present 
misery and distress is a crime 
against fair dealing and humanity.” 

The disclosures being made be- 
fore the Senate PFanking Committee 
were handled with the assertion 
that "the publication of the crooked 
and dishonest practices of stock- 
brokers and bankers to fleece the 
public as revealed in this investiga- 
tion has done as much to destroy 
respect for the integrity of com- 
mercial institutions and to fan the 
flames of discontent as the preach- 
ing of radicals and communists.” 

The Bighops said Roosevelt’s re- 


obedience to a peremtory man- 
date by the people in Congress,” 
and that their execution was com- 
mitted to the President “as a con- 
stitutional and sacred duty.” 

“Already every section of indus- 
try, commercial, financial and agri- 
cultural, every phase of economic 
life, all the departments of normal 
social activity are commencing to 
feel, in greater or less degree, the 
influence of his activities and are 
being revitalized by his efforts,” 
the statement continued. 

Public Opinion and Moral Law. 

The Bishops said that “if public 
opinion can once more be made the 
expression of the moral law taught 
by Christ, no power on earth can 
prevent this nation from becoming 
what its founders hoped it would, 
the home of liberty, of opportunity 
and of plenty.” 

But “the plague spots in our fi- 
nancial centers that destroyed busi- 
ness integrity and debased business 
methods must be made amenable to 
justice and decency,” they con- 
tinued. 

“The pesthole that infects the en- 
tire country with its obscene and 
lascivious moving pictures must 
be cleansed and disinfected; the 
multidudinous agencies that are 
employed in disseminating porno- 
graphic literature must be sup- 
pressed, and all those forces and 
influences that bring starvation to 
the bodies of men and poison to 
their souls must be utterly de- 
stroyed. 

“Before there can be any hope 
for a return to political liberty, so- 
cial peace, or economic justice, the 
spiritual life of the nation must be 
renewed, there must be an awaken- 
ing of faith in God and a renewal 
of trust in His providence.”

DIES: LED 138TH 


mand of St. Louis Unit 
Day Before Offensive 
Succumbs in West. 


The death Wednesday at San 
Francisco of Col. Harry 8S. Howland, 
U. S. A. retired, marks the passing 


dier who strode briefly but impres- 
sively before the men of the 138th 


in the fog before Vauquois Hill and 
Cheppy more than 15 years ago. 


ly, took command of the regiment 
the day before it entered the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive after a shuffle 
of coinmanding officers in which 


lieved and regulars substituted. His 
arrival followed the departure of 
Col. George P. White. He took com- 
mand of an outfit which had been 
commanded in the interim by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Henry W. Parker, 
who was killed before the regiment 
went out of action after five days 
at the front. 
While the substitution of regular 
army officers, unfamiliar with their 
commands, was given later by ex- 
perts as one of the reasons for fail- 
ure of communications between or- 
ganizations during the engagement, 
the men of the 138th received How- 
land with some enthusiasm, since 
he was patently a soldier and had 
a record of fearlessness and com- 
mon sense behind him. 

Advance to Front Lines. 
The day after he took over the 
outfit, Howland led it.into action, 
from the rear positions where it 
had been undergoing a harassing 
artillery strafing every night, to the 
front lines where it had its first 
meeting with German machine- 
gunners and riflemen. 
Advancing around the smoky and 
fog-swept slope of Vauquois Hill, 
the new commanding officer lost 
touch with the leading elements of 
his command and advanced rapidly 
with his headquarters detachment 
and other troops to resumé con- 
tact. 
“We were lying behind a wayside 
shrine when he was wounded,” W. 
J. McGoogan, 3842 Federer place, 
one of the members of his detach- 
ment, said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “It was foggy. We couldn't 
see a thing. A party of 11 Germans 
of the Prussian Guard was brought 
in. The young Lieutenant, only of- 
ficer in the group, talked for a mo- 
ment with Col. Howland. 
“I don’t know what he sajd, but 
I suppose he gave Howland our cor- 
rect position. The Colonel jumped 
up and shouted for us to fall back, 
that we were in a bad fix. We were 
ahead of part of the regiment. At 
that moment the fog lifted. The 
German artillery dropped three 
shells in amongst us, killing about 
i2 men and wounding about 20. 

On Job Despite Wound. 
“The Colonel was hit in the left 
hand, but he didn’t seem to pay 
much attention to it, although he 
was bleeding badly. He began 
routing Germans out of dugouts 
where they were hiding, made them 
tear out their bunks, and forced 
them to carry the wounded to the 
rear. There were wounded men in 
every shell hole around us in addi- 
tion to our own fellows. Through 
it all the Colonel was cool and paid 
no attention to the fire around us. 
He seemed pretty distressed that so 
many men had been killed and 
wounded.” 
At noon Col. Howland relin- 
quished command of the regiment 
to Lieutenant-Coloned Parker and 
went to the rear for treatment of 
his wound. Later he received the 
Distinguished Service Cross, French 
decorations and a citation in army 
orders for his work on the field, 
on which other members of his 
command also won many decora- 
tions, including two Congressional 
Medals of Honor. 
Being under fire was no new ex- 
perience to Col. Howland, who had 
joined the army as an enlisted man 
during the Spanish-American War 
after leaving his job as a reporter 
on the Chicago Tribune. He won 
a commission and during the Philip- 
pine pacification was commanding 
officer of Company I of the Twen- 
ty-third Infantry. 

Fighting in Philippines. 
“He was without fear,” James M. 
Gould, one of his officers of Philip- 
pine days, now a St. Louisan, said. 
“Once, I recall, the outfit had been 
without water. We didn’t dare to 
take water from the springs or 
streams because the Moros had 
poisoned some of them. 
“Finally Howland stopped beside 
a stream, took out his canteen cup 
and turned to me. ‘Don’t let any 
of the men drink this water for a 
while, Lieutenant,’ he said. Then 
he dipped up a cup and drank it 
himself. When nothing happened 
to him we concluded it was pretty 
safe and used it. 
“On another occasion the com- 
pany was sent out to capture a na- 
tive Sulu prince, a revolutionary. 
When we got to his hut, Howland 
turned over the company to me and 
went in himself.

Interpretation of the foregoing 
provision as it relates to a financ- 
ing exploit by which the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. borrowed $10,- 
000,000 from a syndicate of banks 
is the objective of two petitions 
heard and taken under advisement 
recently by Federal Judge Davis. 

The petitioner in one case is a 
bond-holder creditor of the com- 
pany, who challenges the validity of 
the company’s deposit of two-thirds 
of the collateral securing the loan; 
in the second it is Receiver Henry 
W. Kiel, now in charge of the com- 
pany for the Court, seeking instruc- 
tions as to whether he should do 
—— |that which the bond-holder creditor 
had previously petitioned the Court 
to allow him to do, namely, sue to 
recapture collateral now held by 
banks which made the loan. 

The collateral is $16,626,000 (face 
value) of United Railways general 
mortgage bonds. The United Rail- 
ways was the fredecessor of the 
Public Service Co., and when the 
latter bought the street railway 
system from a Federal Receiver in 
1927 it assumed the obligation to 
pay the United Railways bonds. 

Would Cancel Bonds. 

The bond-holder petitioner is 
Abraham Slupsky, owner of $23,000 
principal amount of the United 
Railways bonds. He asserts that 
at least $10,626,000 of the bonds 
pledged by the Public Service Co. 
for the still unpaid loan, should be 
surrendered to the receiver and 
canceled, contending the deposit

This brings into question the 
transaction which was the founda- 
tion of the financing by which the 
organizers of the Public Service 
Co. obtained funds on the credit of 
the property itself, to carry out 
their acquisition of the street rail- 
ways. 

As the Post-Dispatch has told, the 
Reorganization Committee (the or- 
ganizers of the Public Service Co.) 
first obtained a loan of $4,100,000 
on the security of $6,000,000 of Unit- 
ed Railways bonds, which the com-

Planned New Bond Issve. 

Describing the situation at the 
hearing before Judge Davis, Stan- 
ley Clarke, formerly president of 
the company, testified that the 
banks “constantly squealed and 
yelled for more collateral.” 
The organizers and the banks had 
intended that the loan should be 
only a temporary matter. They 
planned, as told by Stanley Clarke 
in an interview with the Post-Dis- 
patch April 23, 1930, that as soon as 
the company could obtain a new 
franchise from the city of St. Louis 
there would be sold to the public 
a new issue of bonds to refund the 
United Railways issue of $36,300,000 
maturing July 1, 1934. 

It had been agreed, Clarke said, 
that the banking syndicate making 
the loan would be given the busi- 
ness of underwriting and selling the 
new bond issue. This would have 
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been profitable for the banks, the 
company and holders of the bonds 
who'had acquired them at substan- 
tial discounts, for the old bonds 
would have been paid off at par. 
Some of the organizers of the new 
company had acquired large blocks 
of the bonds at 50 to 60 cents on 
the dollar. 

The franchise quest failed. Al- 
though early in 1927 Mayor Miller 
had advocated a new 30-year grant, 
he subsequently repudiated it. The 
company’s effort to obtain the de- 
sired franchise under the name of 
a “terminable permit,” through 
State legislation, also was futile. 

Under the circumstances the new 
bond issue could not be marketed,

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Fred Henderson Lecturing Here, 
Sees No Sign Depression 
is Lifting. 


Fred Henderson, widely known 
British economist and Laborite, ar- 
rived 9 St. Louis today on a 60- 

~ day lecture tour on his first visit 
to this country and observed that 
in a month here he had seen no 
signs that the depression was lift- 
ing and did not think it would dis- 
appear until “production is con- 
trolled in the interest of the con- 
sumer.” 

“Speaking purely as an econo- 
mist,” Henderson said to reporters 
at Union Station, “I feel that the 
NRA plan is unsound. It attempts 
to distribute purchasing power by 
wage increases. But it overlooks 
the economic fact that every cent 
of such purchasing power adds to 
production costs. What the wage 
payer disburses must be recovered 
in prices. And additional costs, 
such as refinancing, are entailed. 

“The result, as an economic law, 
must be that there will be a great- 
er increase in prices than in wages. 
The wage earner will be worse off 
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on the Eighth Floor

Henderson addressed a luncheon 
meeting of the Taylor Society ‘at 
Downtown City Club and will lec- 
ture at 8 o'clock tonight at Belle- 
vue School, Bellevue and Ethel 
avenue, Richmond Heights. He said 
that President Roosevelt appeared 
to have a way of “heading off” con- 
tingencies and might strike an eco- 
nomic balance by arbitrarily con- 
trolling production “in the interest 
of the consumer.” 

Abolition of the stock exchange, 
in his ‘opinion, would not affect the 
masses since he considers that it 
represents a conflict between finan- 
cial and industrialist groups of 
capitalists. 

The ultimate protection against 
depressioris, he continued, embodied 
the basis Socialistic tenets, includ- 


sources. 

Henderson, quiet, tall, gaunt, 
drooping gray mustache, said the 
most alarming sign of the depres- 
sion in this country was to him 
“the crumbling of your cultural 
structure.” 

“Social Service Decaying.” 

After speaking at numerous col- 
leges—and even one-room rural 
schoolse—and visiting cities through- 
out the Northwest he has come to 
the conclusron that “the big social 


“Educational facilities are sadly 
erippled,” he said, “due to lack of 
resources, while in Chicago the li- 
brarian told me it has been two 
years since the public library had 
purchased a new book.” 

The depression compelled rigid 
economy in England, he added, but 
“we manage to keep the essentials 
of social service.” 

The English “dole,” he explained, 
was not a “dole” at all, but a form 
of unemployment insurance made 
possible by premiums paid on an 
equal basis by the employe, the em- 
ployer, and the government. 

Henderson, who spoke at Grin- 
nell College (Ia.) last night and has 
addressed meetings at such insti- 
tutions as the universities of Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin, sees “a hopeful 
sign” in “a complete change of de- 
meanor in college youths.” 

Sees Hope in Students’ Attitude. 

“College students are turning se- 
riously to a study of economic con- 
ditions,” the 68-year-old economist 
observed, “not in the abstract but 
as a practical proposition. They 
realize that for the first time in 
modern history there is no place in 
the world where they can use their 
training as soon as they graduate. 

This feeling—together with a 
determination to do something 
about it—indicates that the stu- 
dents of today will form a nucleus 
in the establishment of a new social 
and economic order.” 

Henderson continued that stu- 
dents in England, even in the 
“clagsical universities,” had adopted 
the same viewpoint. Feeling that 
the youth of the two countries “see 
eye to eye,” he sees a hopeful omen 
for the future establishment of a 
common State.

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FEDERAL LIQUOR MONOPOLY 
PROPOSAL GAINING SUPPORT 


Presiaent Roosevelt Said to Look 
Witk Favor on Some 
Such Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. — The 


proposal to organize a Federal 
Government corporation that would 


ilar to those in operation in other 
countries, has come to the fore- 
ground in discussions of the ad- 


ministration’s repeal program. 

There were indications that, al- 
though it was meeting with strong 
resistance, both from distillers and 
from some members of the inter- 
departmental committee and the 
legislative committees, it had strong 
backing as well. In some circles 
President Roosevelt was reported 
to be looking with favor on the 
proposal provided details could be 
arranged satisfactorily. 

The plan contemplates Federal 
licensing of distillers with a limita- 
tion of their profits from manu- 
facture. The figures 8 and 10 per 
cent have been advanced as_ the 
limitations of distillers’ profits. The 
liquor would be turned over to the 
Government, which would act vir- 
tually as a wholesaler, adding to 
the price it had paid the distiller 
whatever figure was desired in the 
way of tax revenues. 

It was not contemplated that the 
Federal Government would have 
any connection with retail sales un- 
der the corporation’s charter, al- 
though it might exert control 
through retailers’ codes to be signed 
under the Farm Administration.

NEW NAZI CRIMINAL CODE 
PROVIDES DRASTIC PENALTIES 


It Defines Habitual Criminals as Second Of- 
- fenders—Contains Sterilization and 
Deportation Clauses.

_ BERLIN, Nov. 17.—The new Nazi 
criminal code, containing some of 
the most drastic penal measures of 
modern court histdry, was made 
public_last night in detail. 

Indefinité sentences up to life im- 
prisonment, as in many American 
State laws, face habitual criminals 
under the new code. Even beggars 
and tramps can be committed to de- 
tention hom:2s for indefinite periods 
at hard labor. 

German Judges are given bound- 
less discretion in the cases of crim- 
inals “of whom lapses can be as- 
sumed.” These offenders will not 
be released after serving out their 
sentences but will be obliged to per- 
form forced labor “so long as they 
constitute a public menace.” 

The code defines habitual crim- 


inals as second offenders. 

Urgency measures. which include 
a special clause broadening the pro- 
visions for deportation of foreign- 
ers constituting “a menace to pub- 
lic safety,” are stressed in a section 
of the laws which applies not only 
to future offenses but to criminals 
already serving sentences. 

Sterilization for dangerous sex 
criminals is provided in the law, the 
provision being accompanied by a 
statement explaining that the mea- 
sure was modeled on various state 
laws in America. 

On the order of a Judge, feeble- 
minded or insane offenders can be 
committed to asylums. 

For robbers or burglars the mere 
possession of a tool kit entails a 
jail sentence of not less than three 
months.

NEW GERMAN LAW ERASES 
TITLES: OF TITLE-BUYERS 


BERLIN, Nov. 17.—A new law 
adopted by the Cabinet yesterday 
declares null and void any marriage 
concluded after Nov. 9 that in- 
volved the excHange of a title for 
a certain monetary consideration. 
The law is aimed at the sham mar- 
riages and adoptions which have 
become commen since the World 
War, especially among the impov- 
erished German nobility. 

Title-hunting by the newly rich 
was particularly prevalent during 
the inflation period a decade ago 
when many advertisements ap- 
peared in newspapers offering ba- 
ronial, princely and even ducal titles, 
either by marriage or adoption, in 
exchange for cash payments any- 
where from 1000 to 1,000,000 marks. 


QUITS ENGLISH CHURCH UNION 


Viscount Halifax Resents Attack on 
Anglo-Catholic Congress. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Widespread 
changes in the Anglo-Catholic 
movement in England were threat- 
ened today by the announcement 
that Viscount Halifax had resigned 
after 65 years as president ofthe 
English Church Union.

NORRIS URGES 
TAXDISTRBUTION 
OF BIG ESTATES 


Senator Says Inheritance 
Levies Should Be High 
Enough to Limit Transfer 
of Great Wealth. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

URBANA, IIL, Nov. 17.—Senator 
George W. Norris, progressive Ne- 
braska Republican, speaking to a 
University of Dlinois audience, last 
night advocated a graduated inher- 
itance tax, high enough to make it 
impossible for the “property of one 
generation to be passed intact to 
the peopie of a succeeding genera- 
tion” as one of the permanent rem- 
edies needed to bring the United 
States out of its economic and so- 
cial dilemma.” 

“As a permanent remedy,” he 
said, “we ought not only to shorten 
the hours of toil and labor, but we 
ought to limit the right of wealth to 
entail itself from one generation to 
another.” 

Senator Norris spoke at a convo- 
cation at which he received the fifth 
annual Cardinal Newman Award’ 
for “his distinguished contributions 
in human welfare in the field of 
statesmanship for almost half a 
century.” 

In his mad rush for wealth man 
has forgotten the duty he owes to 
humanity, ‘said Norris, and 
such a tax would be “without injury 
to ‘any living soul.” His plan 
“should allow a liberal exemption 
—an exemption even large enough 
so that the beneficiary might live 
the balance of his life in luxury— 
and then it should be increased by 
progressive steps so that the residue 
of the fortune could be passed back 
to the people through this method 
of taxation, and thus be returned 
to the government whose laws made 
it possible for the fortune to be ac- 
quired. 

“Would Be Twice Biessed.” 


“Such a tax, like Portia’s mercy, 
would be twice blessed. It would

“It will add to human happiness, 
and not add one mite of grief or 
pain to anyone. 

“I make no complaint against 
wealth as such,” said Senator Nor- 
ris. “There are many wealthy men 
who have gecumulated their prop- 
erty with perfect honesty, and with- 
out injustice or injury to any of 
their fellow men, and who are han- 
dling their fortunes with real 
philanthropy, but even to these men 
there is no injustice in such a tax. 

“The man who has accumulated 
great wealth, ought not to object if, 
when he is dead and when it is im- 
possible for him to longer use or 
enjoy his money, a portion of his 
great fortune should be turned over 
to the Government under ‘vhose 
laws he has been protected in its 
accumulation.

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STEEL CODE IS EXTENDED 
UNTIL NOV. 30, 1934 


President Announces Action on Re- 
quest of American Iron and 
Steel Institute. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced the ap- 
proval by the steel industry of its 
code after the 90-day trial period to- 
day and a continuation of the ex- 
isting code until Nov. 30 next year. 

The report of the approval of the 
code was given to the President by 
the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute. 

In approving the NRA working 
agreement the institute declared 
itself generally satisfied with the 
operation of the code. 

The President regarded the ac- 
tion of the steel industry, one of 
the nation’s largest, as important. 
It also was said at the White House 
that informal expressions of ap- 
proval of the trial code had been 
received from the textile, lumber 
and other industries. 

As a result the President thinks 
that in every case the trial codes 
can be extended. 

The original steel industry code 
was adopted for a trial period of 
three months and the extension is 
for purposes of further trial, to the 
end that sufficient time may be 
given more fully to demonstrate 
that the code will effectuate the 
purposes of the NRA law. 

NRA officials earlier had said 
they expected the code to be in full 
operation only toward the expira- 
tion of the first trial period, and 
that further time vould be needed

Rules Continue Limitations 
on Daily Price Changes 
Except as Modified by 
Wallace.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—A pro 
posed code placing trade practices 
under control of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace was submitted to 
the Farm Administration yester- 
day by grain exchanges and ordered 
set for public hearing here on 
Nov. 27. 

The code was the third submit- 
ted by the exchanges since their 
representatives were here for @ 
conference in July by Farm Ad- 
ministrator: Peek and told “to 
clean house or the Government 
will step in.” 

It proposed continuation, unless 
market conditions later warrant 
and Wallace’s permission is given, 
of the present limitations of daily 
fluctuations in some markets of 5 
cents a bushel for wheat, barley 
and rye; 4 cents for corn, and 3 
cents for oats. 

It also provided for minimum 
margin on open future contracts 
except hedging and reading 
trades, of 10 per cent of\the mar- 
ket price on the first 250,000 bushels 
or less; 15 per cent on the next 
1,750,000 bushels, and 20 per cent 
on all above 2,000,000 bushels. 


12 Exchanges Prepare Code. 


During his discussions with ex- 
change representatives iast sum- 
mer, Peek said consideration was 
given to proposals that individual 
holdings of futures should be lim- 
ited to a maximum number of 
bushels, but none was fixed in the 
code as submitted.

NRA and the Constitution. 
To the Editur of the Post-Dispatch: 


ONGRESSMAN BECK is more criti- 
cal of the doctrine of emergency, by 


which the NRA is thought to be justified, 
than he is of the NRA itself. He de. 
scribes that doctrine as “the most per- 
nicious and dangerous heresy that the wit 
of man could suggest.” In a great emer- 
_ gency like war, men have been conscript- 
ed and industry regimented. It is nat- 
ural to think that extraordinary mea- 
sures may be taken in the present nation- 
al emergency, There are Supreme Court 
decisions holding that things may be done 
in an emergency which would not be per- 
mitted in normal times. But the NRA 
does not rest its claim for validity sole- 
ly on emergency. Paragraph 1 of the act 
discloses two other bases: “To remove 
obstruction to...... interstate and foreign 
commerce,” and “to provide for the gen- 
eral welfare.” 

Regulating interstate commerce is a 
legitimate function of Congress, and the 
Supreme Court has sustained many mea- 
sures designed to aid the flow of inter- 
state commerce. Whether Congress can 
provide for the general welfare, other- 
wise than by the enactment of tax laws, 
has been mooted. The child labor case is 
authority against so doing, but the deci- 
sion was rendered by a vote of 5 to 4, and 
has been vigorously criticised. Mr. Beck, 
when he was Solicitor-General, argued in 
behalf of the law which attempted to do 
by taxation what the child labor decision 
held could not be done by regulation. 
‘There are, then, besides emergency, two 
other likely grounds for sustaining the 
validity of the NRA, and Mr. Beck may 
be tilting at a makeweight thrown in to 
gain the support of the reactionary mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court. The NRA 
would not be so unpalatable to Mr. Jus- 
tice Brandeis that he would require it to 
be capsuled with the caption, “emer- 
gency,” before swallowing. 

In attributing the development and ex- 
pansion of the United States to the Con- 
‘stitution, Mr. Beck is taking the rose 
without the thorns. He should concede 
the possibility that the great depression 
has been also due to the Constitution, as 
expounded by certain members of the 
Supreme Court. 

It may be that Pollock vs. Farmers’ 
Loan & Trust Co. Adair vs. United 
States, Hammer vs. Dagenhart, Adkins 
vs. Children’s Hospital, and Schlesinger 
vs. Wisconsin, which thwarted the: vari- 
ous attempts of the states and the Fed- 
eral Government to spread the national 
income, are partly responsible for our 
present economic impasse, wherein the 
producers have the wealth and the con-

President Roosevelt has intervened to save a prom- 
inent citizen of Kansas City from the disgrace of a 
jail sentence. The beneficiary of this executive clem- 
ency is Conrad H. Mann, president of the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce, an important political 
figure for many years, a man of affairs, whose name 
appears in Who’s Who.

WORK OF LOCAL NRA BOARDS. 

Gen. Johnson, returning to Washington from his 
tour of the Middle West, says he is dissatisfied with 
NRA compliance conditions, and that he will take 
steps at once to remedy the situation. Public hear- 
ings on alleged profiteering will begin next month, 
it is announced. It is quite conceivable that local 
compliance boards will require assistance from Wash- 
ington in the huge task of which they bear a heavy 
part. All the work of readjusting a disorganized in- 
dustrial machine under the codes and policing its 
actions cannot be done in Washington, however. The 
report of the St. Louis Compliance Board, just is- 
sued, is an example of what local units have been 
able to do. 

Since it was appointed, the local board has ad- 
justed 381 of the 774 valid complaints of code vio- 
lation referred to it. Last week, it adjusted 41 com- 
plaints, granted 32 petitions for exceptions and re- 
fused one. The fact that complaints of violations are 
made by the public shows that the people are inter- 
ested in the success of NRA, and are voluntarily po- 
licing the situation with: the purpose of ferreting out | 
the chiselers and enlightening misinformed offenders. 
In New York, a similar record has been made. It 
was reported a month ago that 12,044 complaints had 
been received by the Compliance Board, of which 
6600 were found to be bona fide and 3250 were satis- 
factorily adjusted. The New York board found that 
many violations were due to misunderstanding, and 
that ag the codes became better understood, the vol- 
ume of complaints dwindled. Grover Whalen, NRA 
Administrator for New York City, reported this week 
that in three months his organization had settled 130 
strikes, involving more than 250,000 workers and af- 
fecting the livelihood of some 600,000 persons. Wage 
increases brought about ‘by mediation ranged from 
10 to 100 per cent.

HE changes at the Treasury—Secretary 

Woodin’s leave of absence, Undersecre- 

tary Acheson’s resignation and Mr. Mor- 
genthau’s appointment to fill his place—are 
a logical consequence of the important de- 
cision announced in the President’s radjo 
address of Oct. 22. 

The essence of that decision was the shap- 
ing of American monetary policy primarily 
in the interest of the agricultural interests 
affected by world markets. The decision 
was taken after, and almost certainly in 
response to, the appearance of grave discon- 
tent in the Mississippi and Missouri val- 
leys. The principles of the new policy are 
those developed by an agricultural econom- 
ist—Prof. Warren of Cornell. The new Act- 
ing Secretary of the Treasury, a ‘pupil of 
Prof. Warren, is himself a gentleman farm- 
er, interested for many years in the prob- 
lems of agriculture. 
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We have adopted an agrarian monetary 
policy, and to that policy industry will ap- 
parently be compelled to adjust itself. That 
this is an agrarian monetary policy- is rath- 
er clearly indicated by the behavior of the 
Canadian and Australian currencies. These 
are agrarian currencies; that is to say, they 
are managed in the interest of the body of 
agricultural exporters. In terms of gold, 
the Canadian dollar is depreciated just 
about as much as the American dollar, the 
Australian pound sterling somewhat more. 

Now why is it that the depreciation of the 
American dollar causes great concern in the 
industrial regions of the United States, while 
the equal depreciation of the Canadian and 
Australian currencies is accepted almost 
without comment? The reason, of course, 
is that agriculture'is the predominant inter- 
est in Canada and Australia, and so an 
agrarian monetary policy is for them a na- 
pee Pate The United States, on the 
other hand, is a country half arian 
half industrial; that is what autos Bas 
tary management so much more difficult 
in the United States than it is if a wholly 
industrial country like England, or in a self- 
contained and well balanced country like 
France, or in agricultural countries like 
Canada and Australia.

SERUM TESTS ON 
MICE HOPEFUL 


Protective Agent Reported 
Found in Blood of St. 
Louis Sleeping Sickness 
Convalescents. 


NOT YET TRIED ON 
HUMAN BEINGS 


Advance ‘in Research for 
Cause and Cure of Dis- | 
ease Announced at Rocke- 


feller Institute. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Discovery 
in the blood of St. Louis sleeping 
sickness convalescents of sub- 
stances protécting mice against the 
disease, which caused the death of 
216 persons in the St. Louis area 
since July 30, was announced last 
night in Science by the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. 


The announcement adds evidence 
for a hope that in the serum of 
human beings or of animals having 
sleeping sickness, there will be 
found ultimately one of the immu- 
nizing agents useful for protection 
against encephalitis. The studies 
have not advanced to the point of 
testing this serum on human beings. 
* The immunizing agent was de- 
tected during extensive experiments. 
These appear to confirm results of 
the St. Louis laboratory search for 
the active cause of the disease. 

They are described by Leslie T. 
Webster and George L. Fite. These 
workers inoculated the brains of 

pecial strains of mice susceptible 
to encephalitis, with brain tissue 
taken last summer from fatal cases 
of sleeping sickness both in St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 

Developing Disease in Mice. 

Most.of the mice developed sleep- 
ing sickness. From these mice 
brain tissues were removed and in 
turn given to other mice. This was 
repeated 15 times. At the end of 
the fifteenth transfer, the infection 
in the mouse brain was uniformly 
causing sleeping sickness. Similar 
transmission of the disease to mice 
was announced last week at St. 
Louis. 

The experiments here, as in St. 
Louis, indicated pointedly that the 
cause of the disease is a _ virus, 
which cannot be seen under a mi- 
croscope or caught in the finest 
filter. 

Especially significant is the fact 
that when this infected mouse 
brain was instilled into the noses 
of other mice, they developed vir- 
tually 100 per cent fatal signs of 
sleeping sickness. This: bears out 
a common medical surmise that 
sleeping sickness attacks through 
the nose and mouth. 

Other tests, including trial of the 
mouse brain material on monkeys, 
indicated that this virus is differ- 
ent from certain other known 
viruses which have been considered 
as possible causes of other out- 
breaks of sleeping sickness. 

Testing Immunizing Agent. 

To test the presence of the im- 
munizing agent in the blood, the 
serum of convalescents was mixed 
with dilutions of the mouse virus 
which was so fatal to rodents. 

“Sera from eight St. Louis en- 
cephalitis convalescent cases,” says 
the report, “tested twice, all show 
definite protective properties.” 

Balanced against this was serum 
taken from the blood of eight New 
Yorkers, who were not ill with en- 
cephalitis. Their serum showed no 
protective qualities. 

“The facts presented,” the report 
concludes, “would indicate that the 
active agent is a specific, filterable 
virus, etiologically related to the 
encephalitis prevailing in St. Louis 
and Kansas City, and that one pos- 
sible mode of its transmission is by 
way of the upper respiratory tract. 
Final decision on these questions 
must be reserved, however, until 
the work in progress has been com- 


pleted.”

If it protects them 
from the disease, as the blood 
serum of St. Louis patients has been 
shown to protect them, then it will 
indicate that the St, Louis epidemic 
and the disease in other cities were 
related.

GOOD WITH TURKEY 


New Ways of Serving the 
Thanksgiving Day Favorite 
Berry. 


Cranberries are delicious in many 
other things than jelly or sauce. 
‘Jam and relish go well with cold 
fowl or other meats and also with 
roast turkey or roast meats. 

: Cranberry Jam. 

Two pounds cranberries. 

One cup raisins. 

Two oranges. 

Three cups sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One pint water. 

Pick over cranberries and dis- 
card any soft or -specked ones, 
Wash berries and raisins. Peel 
oranges and remove seeds. Com- 
bine fruits and chop. Add sugar, 
salt and water and cook until thick, 
or for about one-half hour, and stir 
often. Pour into hot sterilized jelly 
glasses, cover with paraffin when 
cool, and store in a cool place. 

Cranberry Relish. 

One pound cranberries. 

One orange. 

One cup sugar or strained honey 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

_ Pick over cranberries and dis- 
card any soft or specked ones, 
Wash berries and drain. Wash 
orange, cut in quarters, and remove 
seeds. Grind berries and orange, 
rind and all, through food chopper, 
using the fine knife. Add sugar or 
honey and salt. Serve with roast 
meat or poultry. Stored in a tight 
jar in a-cold ‘place, this relish will 
keep for two or three weeks. 
Cranberry Marmalade. 

One quart cranberries. 

One cup seeded raisins, halved. 

One cup water. 

Grated rind one orange. 

Two oranges, sliced. 

Two and one-half cups sugar. 

One-half cup nut-meats. 

Chop cranberries coarsely, add 
raisins, water, grated orange rind 
and sliced oranges, cutting each 
slice into quarters and, cook 15 
minutes. Add sugar, cook five min- 
utes longer, stir in nut-meats, turn 
into glasses and cover the tops with 
hot melted paraffin. 

Cranberry-Apple Marmalade. 

Stew together one and one-half 
pints of cranberries and two large 
sour apples cut in small pieces. Put 
in enough water to rise three- 
fourths inch in the bottom of the 
pan. Cover and cook until tender 
enough to put through a sieve.

Combine tapioca, salt and milk 
and cook in double boiler 15 min- 
utes, stirring frequently. Beat to- 
gether egg yolk and sugar with just 
“enough cold water to moisten sugar. 
Add to cooking mixturg‘ and con- 
tinue cooking, stirring constantly 
until as thick as custard. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg white, cool slight- 
ly and add two-thirds teaspoon pre- 
ferred flavoring. 

If desired use egg white as a 
meringue topping for pudding, bak- 
ing just long enough to set and 
color. 

Lemon Tapioca. 

Stir one-quarter cup quick-cook- 
ing tapioca into two cups boiling 
water, add one-quarter teaspoon 
salt and three-quarters cup sugar. 
Cook in a double boiler, stirring 
constantly until mixture thickens, 
and then occasionally. until tapioca 
is transparent and tender. Remove 
from fire and add grated rind of 
one large lemon, one-half cup lemon 
juice and the stiffly beaten whites 
‘of three eggs. Fold these in last 
and just after removing the mix- 
ture from the fire. Chill and serve 
with a custard sauce made from 
the egg yolks. 

Banana Tapioca Pudding. 
Scald one quart of milk, add one- 

half cup sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup quick-cooking 
tapioca and eook in a double boiler, 
stirring constantly, until the mix- 
ture thickens, and then occasional- 
ly until the tapioca is tender and 
transparent. Beat two egg yolks 
until light and mix with one-fourth 
cup cold milk, add the hot tapioca 
slowly, ‘stirring constantly. Whip: 
egg whites stiff and fold into pud- 
ding just before removing from the 
fire. Slice four ripe bananas into a 
serving dish and pour the tapioca 
cream over them. Chill and garnish 
with spoonsful of raspberry jelly 
and more sliced bananas before 
serving.

VICTORY AFTER 
A HARD BATTLE 
WITH MISSOURI

Washington University’s football 
squad tackled the job of strength- 
ening their pass defense with 
newed vigor yesterday afternoon| 
when they were informed that 
Frank Carideo had decided that the 
Missouri Tigers’ strongest weapon 
in tomorrow’s game with the Bears 
probably would be an aerial attack. 

George Stuber and Art Lochiner, 
according to word from Columbia, 
have been devoting an hour a day 
to the development of their aerial 
attack, and have been showing en- 


couraging accuracy in spotting 
their long and short passes. In 
Woody Hatfield the Tigers have one 
of the gridiron’s fastest men and 
Conzelman’s warriors are expecting 
to see more footballs in the air 
Saturday afternoon than they have 
seen all season. 

. Tiger Strategy. 

The Tigers are well fixed to use 
the aerial attack and if the Bears 
spread out too much to block the 
passes, there always will be the dan- 
ger that Frank Ross, hard-hitting 
180-pound fullback will crack into 
the line. So while working on his 
air defense, Conzelman also is striv- 
ing to sharpen the Bears’ ability to | 
diagnose plays. 

“Missouri is sure to take to the 
air,” Conzelman explained, “but we 
can expect to see a good running 
attack, too, with Hatfield trying to 
skirt our ends and Ross cracking 
the line frequently. Missouri is a 
better team than its record indi- 
cates and while I believe we have 
a good chance to win, I have plenty 
of respect for the Tigers.” 

Conzelman hopefully expects to 
see his team at top form for the 
contest. Several important regu- 
lars, with slight injuries, were rest- 
ed in the “breather” game with 
Butler and with the exception of 
Nate Tutinsky, who has a bad knee, 
and Bill Wolf, who was injured in 
the Butler contest, all of the Bears 
will be available for full time duty. 
Wolf reported last evening that his 
leg was much improved and said 
he was sure he would be ready for 
the Tigers. 

In recent games the Bears have 
shown improvement in their run- 
ning attack and also in forward 
passing. While Conzelman has no 
outstanding passer, several of his 
men can throw the ball and, where- 
as, at the start of the season, they 
were satisfied with hurling the 
leather as far as possible, they now 
are showing more accuracy. Zboy- 
ovski, Hardin and Hafeli have done 
the best passing. Hafeli, who was 
an end at high school, has shown 
great improvement in all depart- 
ments of backfield play and now 
can throw a pass as well as any- 
body on the Bear squad. He 
heaved a couple of long ones in the 
Butler game which could have been 
caught. Hardin was on the throw- 
ing end of the most important pass 
of the contest, Hobbs making a 
leaping catch near the line for a 
touchdown. 


Plenty of Pep. 


An elaborate program of pep 
meetings has been arranged to 
steam up the student body and 
alumni for the game tomorrow, 
opening with a dinner and home 
coming rally in the ‘field house 
starting at 6 o’clock this evening. 
There will be other meetings to- 
morrow, with a parade at 10:45 a. 
m. tomorrow and speakers ready to 
do their stuff whenever an oppor- 
tunity presents itself. 

The contest, starting at 2 p. m. 
tomorrow, will be the thirty-second 
between the Tigers and Bears (nee 
Pikers), the series having started 
back in 1890 in the days when a 
game couldn't start without an am- 
bulance or two being stationed near 
the field. The Sears have tri- 
umphed only nine times to 20 for 
the Tigers and two of the games 
were ties. 

Last year the Bears surprised by 
defeating Missouri at Columbia, 14 
to 6, to give Conzelman and Gale 
Bullman something to smile about 
through the winter. And even if 
the Bears lose this year, they can 
smile through the winter by think- 
ing about and looking at such 
young men as Bob Hudgens, Bill 
Gibbons, Lester Brungard, Irving 
Lundy, Al Iezzi and other freshmen

Layden told him, Father Maxwell 
said, that he was not in favor of 
playing anything but an organized 
team. 

It is not likely that the Gunners, 
professional team, would be consid- 
ered as an opponent for Duquesne, 
inasmuch as the Gunners are pro- 
fessionals and collegiate rules pro- 
hibit the playing of such a game. 

Father Maxwell said he had al- 
ready asked Father Robert S. John- 
ston, 8S.

WATERBOY SAYS

Ralph Metcalfe, one of the 
world’s greatest sprinters in season, 
but just now the “world’s fastest 
water boy,” with the Marquette 
eleven, which plays St. Louis Uni- 
versity tonight, made a whirlwind 
trip among Negro schools today and 
was received like the champion he 
is. 

Metcalfe is a senior in the liberal 
arts school and a freshman in the 
law school at Marquette. On his 
European tour the past summer, 
competing against the best available 
competition, Metcalfe won all of 
thy 23 races he entered. 

The former Olympic star was in 
charge of Father William Markoe of 
St. Elizabeth’s Church, who is ac- 
tive in conducting inter-racial pro- 
grams of the St. Louis University 
radio station, and Father John 
Markoe, former professor at Mar- 
quette and now at St. Louis Uni- 
versity. Father John Markoe played 
on Army football teams of 1913 and 
14. At Sumner High and other 
schools Metcalfe addressed the as- 
sembly. 

“The Little Things Count.” 
Metcalfe made the point that his 
hearers should “do the little things 
as well as the bigger things,” cit- 
ing the fact that he himself, a lead- 
‘ing runner, was not above acting 
in the capacity of water boy when 
school authorities ruled that his 
legs were too valuable to risk them 
in football. 

The students rose to the occasion. 
When Metcalfe sat down, the school 
choir, under the direction of their 
leader, W. D. Walton, sang, with 
excellent effect, “Water Boy.” The 
star sprinter grinned broadly, and 
after assembly was swamped by au- 
tograph hunters. 

While signing autographs in 
Principal G. D. Brantley’s office, 
Metcalfe told reporters he was in 
favor of the metric system in track. 

Favors Metric System. 
“The metric system is universal 
abroad,” he said, “and there is no 
reason why the United States should 
not come into line. As it is, our 
runners have to adapt themselves 
to strange conditions when compet- 
ing in Europe and their runners 
have to do the same when compet- 
ing in the United States. 
“Of course, the American public 
is not well acquainted with the 
metric system, but that would come 
with a little education, The Amer- 
ican public would soon learn to 
know just what a runner’s per- 
formance really was when they 
read of his breaking a record at 
a metric distance. 
“An argument for continuation of 
the yards system of measurement 
in this country is that we have al- 
ways uscd it. Well, everything 
changes. Why not our system of 
measurements? 
Metcalfe, 23 years old, is a na- 
tive of Chicago. He weighs 180 
pounds and is five feet 11 inches 
tall Before his visit to Sumner 
High he addressed 1700 students at 
Vashon High, and was to visit 
other schools during the afternoon.

RIVERS at Ramona are con- 
LJ fronted *by unusual condi- 
tions.

Converted 
from a greyhound racing plant, 
this track is only about one- 
fourth of a mile around and wide 
enough for only four’ cars 
abreast, with six at the start- 
ing line. 

The turns are so abrupt that 
the driver doesn’t turn his car— 
he merely “jacknifes” or skids the 
ear around the bend and then 
steps on it again. 

The cars have such high com- 
pression that nv ordinary §self- 
starter or crank can turn over 
the engine. The racer must be 
towed up to the mark to set the 
motor running. There is no brake 
on the car except a hand brake 
to hold it at the pits. 

They drag these iron demons 
to the mark and turn them loose 
—and then God save the king, 
queen and especially the “aces” 
of this pernickety sport.

Safe—for the Observers. 


F COURSE, you will gather 

that this pastime is perfectly 
safe—for the spectator. Strong 
guard rails, inner fences and an 
elevated grand stand protect the 
onlookers. But for the drivers, 
only Marquis of Queensbury rules 
obtain—“protect yourself at all 
times.” 

“Now don’t exaggerate the risk.

bid to game. Those that refrained 
from doing so were, it appears, 
afraid that this bid would be read 
by their partners as a slam try; 
consequently, they did not “take the 
strain,” and the partner, unable to 
know that there were fewer iosers 
in the two hands than the bidding 
up to that point had _ indicated, 
rightly passed the less-than-game 
bid. From the ensuing discussion 
I gathered that many Sims players 
are embarrassed by this same fear 
—that a strain-taker may »e mis- 
read as a slam, try. 

The Distinction Must Be Made by 
the Partner. 


The trouble is that the player 
making—or wishing to make—-a 
strain-taking jump bid overrates 
his function. It does not matter 
what he intends. As long as he has 
not overbid his hand, the ultimate 
destiny of the bidding may safely 
be left to the partner, for whose 
benefit the strain-taking was done. 
You have said to him: “Even if 
your hand is the weakest on Which 
you could properly make the bids 
that you have made so far, we must 
not stop short of game.” Conse- 
quently, if the partner’s hand is 
distinctly stronger than his bidding 
has shown, he has every right to 
continue the bidding toward a 
slam; he may even make a con- 
structive rebid, just as he would 
in reply to an immediate jump 
raise or jump takeout. You can still 
sign off short of slam if the losers 
have not been satisfactorily elim- 
inated by this move.

You bid a spade; two spades by 
your partner; three hearts by the 
adversary on your right. Now bid 
four spades to take the strain. Even 
if your partner has no more than 
four small spades and a minor-suit 
king, you wish to play for game, do 
you not? With even somewhat 
more than this, he would be put to 
a terribly unfair guess whether to 
pass three spades or raise; in fact, 
if partnership bidding is to mean 
anything, he would have no alterna- 
tive but to pass. Take the strain 
immediately; he will not blame you 
if you go down one because both 
diamond honors were on your left, 
or his club king was knocked off 
before you could maneuver a strip 
and end play. Give hima real 
supporting hand, such as 
Sp.xxxx Di. Kxxx
